that the rebel leaders apparently in- 
tend to stake their fortunes on a fight 
at Malabon, where it was expected an 
engagement would take place yester- 
day. 


If defeated, It is further asserted, the 


rebels intend to disperse to the swamps 
and mountains. 


The rebels were putting 'their Bolos 


in front, believing -that the Bolonren's 
charms will avert the 
bullets. The 


Bolos of the Filipinos have a number 
of rifles in. their -hands. 


The -rebels are further sa'id to have 


admitted that they cannot withstand 
ithe 
American 
shells 
and 
bayonet 


charges. 
The escaped Spanish soldiers corrob- 
orated the stories told of food short- 
age among the rebels, and they added 
that hospitals are short of supplies.

TEXARCANA, 
March 24.—Naws of 


the wholesale lynching reported to have 
occurred in Little River county, Ark., 
is slow in coming) In. Three more 
dead negro'es have b'e'en found in the 
river bottoms near Rocky 
Com'fort, 


Ark. 
Two of 
them, Joe King and 


Moses Jones, were hanged and shot 
to death. The third body w.as stripped 
entirely naked when found. "A Justice 
of the Peace held an inquest over the 
bodies today and a verdict was ren- 
dered b'y_the jury declaring that the 
men "came to their deaths from nat- 
ural causes or were frozen to death." 


The verdict is regarded as a grew- 


somo joke. There is some doubt as to 
where these lynchings occurred, it be- 
ing near the State liine, and was 'either 
In Little 
River county, Ark., or in 


Bowie county, Texas. The 'inquest was 
held by a Texas Justice of ithe Peace. 


Joe King is on« of the negroes who 


was whipped by a crowd of whites 
Wednesday near Comfort. Just after 
the lynching of Duelcett a constable 
went to King and told him that Duck- 
ett -had 'been lynched for th'e assassin- 
ation of Farmer Stockton. 
King re- 


plied that he knew all about the Stock- 
ton killing, and said that the farmer 
ought to have toe-en killed sooner, and 
also intimated that others would be 
killed before the matter was settled. 
A crowd of indignant whites soon had 
him In charge and took Mm to • the 
woods, where he was .thoroughly whip- 
ped and 
released. 
It Js not known 


where or by whom he afiterward was 
strung up, but no doubt he fell into tho 
hands of one of the lynching parties 
that were organized after ithe plan oC 
the negroes to sitarr.t a racft war was 
unearthed. 
Many sensational rteports are reach- 


ing here tod-ay from the scene of the 
disturbance, Ibut little authentic infor- 
ma.tion -can be gained.' One 
report 
states 'that the whole State is .out in 
organized posses hunting the leaders 
of the negro'es' revolutionary plat, with 
the avowed intention of stringing them 
up wherever 
found.

STOCKTON, Gal., March 24.—Stock- 


ton channel rose two feet during the 
night, and Js still rising. Miner chan- 
nel, 
which is a raging torrent, is pour- 


ing a great volume o£ water into the 
head of Stockton channel through Mc- 
Leod's 
Lake, and Mormon, channel, 


which is running- ibank -full, is flowing 
into Stock-ton channel a mile further 
down. 


The low places to the south of the 
Tesla coal bunkers are under water is 
flooding the streets in the -neighbor- 
hood of the shipyards on -the north 
bank of Stockton channel. 


Cellars and basements all over town 
are beginning to fill, and -merchants are 
moving -their stocks to higher floors. 


A special message to the Mail this 
morning stated that water was begin- 
ning to come into Linden, which is east 
of Stockton, and fears are expressed 
that the large volume of water coming 
down from the mountains would flood 
considerable of the country in that vi- 
cinity. 


The chief source o! danger is the vol- 


u-me of water coming1 from the moun- 
tains by reason of melting -snows and 
heavy rains. 
It 
has 'been raining hard all the 


mornin-g and -though there was a let-up 
at 10:30, there is still no sign of clear- 
Ing off. At 11:30 it is still raining. 


A special telephone message to the. 


Mall from Mr. Hender of Sonora states) 
that the Tuolumne and Stanislaus riv- 
ers are 'higher now than they nave been 
since -the heavy winter of 1889-90. A 
heavy warm- rain is prevailing with a 
southwest wind and a low barometer. 
The rainfall for the past twenty-four 
hours ending at 10 o'clock this morning 
is 2.03, 10.69 for the storm and 24.38 for 
the season. The -fall for the last year 
•was 
20.41. He said the country for 


twenty miles back was getting a good 
wetting.

"The circulation of books for home 


•use has increased from 149,310 to 164,060. 
A part of this increase is due to the 
fact 'that throughout the year borrow- 
ers have neen Riven free access to all 
the shelves: a part to the fact that 
during the year the "two-book system" 
ivas introduced, by which .each bor- 
rower so desiring may exchange the or- 
dinary card for two, one good only for 
a work of fiction, the other for a book 
of any class but fiction. 
It is hoped 


that this system, which was introduc- 
ed too recently to show its full effect 
yet, will lead to a decrease in the per- 
centage of .fiction circulated and an in- 
crease of the usefulness of the more 
solid works with which the library is 
weil provided. 


GROWTH OF THE LIBRARY. 


"Last year the 
inventory 
showed 


25,197 bound volumes belonging to the 
library; there have been added during 
the year 2.7S2 by purchase and 203 by 
Klft, and discarded as too worn for fur- 
ther usefulness 497: there should there- 
fore be on our shelves and charged on 
the borrowers' slips 27,775 volumes. An 
actual count shows but 27,512, so that 
there would seem to be a loss of 263 
volumes during the year. We cannot 
'believe, "however, that over twenty vol- 
umes a month are actually stolen from 
our library, and the experiences of oth- 
er libraries justifies us in thinking that 
n large percentage of the number miss- 
ing will later be returned.

•uith which books can be removed from 
the. library 
without 
'being 
charged 


sometimes leads 'thoughtless or 
un- 


scrupulous persons to neglect the for- 
mality with no Intention of retaining 
the book thus clandestinely withdrawn, 
and in every library lost books return 
as mysteriously as 
they 
disappear. 


Even, however, were it proved that this 
large number of books had actually 
been stolen, the Trustees 
would 
be 


loath to rail the "books off .from the 
public. 
Such a move would consider- 


ably curtail the usefulness of the 
li- 


brary and would necessitate thr> em- 
ployment of additional assistants whose 
salaries would be more .than the. value 
of the books lost under the present sys- 
tem.

of no benefit 'to the property owners lit 
fire and sanitary districts. 
Kecent 


disclosures in this county would indi- 
cate .that the ovll which the law was 
intended to correct still menaces land 
owners in. these districts, K for any. 
reason they have failed to pay the 
sanitary or fire levy. 
This leaves tha 
tax-title sharks as free to plunder as 
if no iaw existed.

County Auditor Ewing and his pre- 
decessor, Myron A. Whldden, both 
agree that the redemption law should 
be made 10 cover these districts. 
If 
applied the property owner would havo 
live years in which to redeem his prop- 
erty. 
Even if the title had passed, 
he could, with certain penalties, recov- 
er his property by the payment of a 
penalty.
